The specification is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .71 because it fails to provide an 
adequate written description of the invention and fails to adequately teach how to make 
and/or use the invention, i.e. fails to provide an enabling disclosure. 

There is no clear distinction between the description of the invention and a claim 
(see requirements for a claim to be described later in this office action). The 
specification fails to describe in detail how the invention is constructed and operates (in 
the Detailed Description of the Invention section noted above) with respect to the 
figure(s) by specific reference numerals. 

REGARDING THE CLAIM: 
5. Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim is narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be 
clearly and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated 
in such a manner as to present a complete operative device. Note the format of 
the claims in the patent cited. Furthermore the claim fails to recite the operative 
elements and interconnections that make up the applicant's invention. 
Appropriate correction is required in response to this action. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Georges et 
al. 

As the examiner best understands the applicant's invention, Georges et al 
discloses the use of a means that creates and rotationally modifies musical 
scales. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Papadopoulos and Robertson disclose the use of musical tempo 
devices.
